; 65,8.—‘‘ Who hath heard such a thing 
Who hath seen such things? Shall the earth be made 
to bring forth in one day, or shall a nation be born 
at once ?”’ 
la my text is the virtual assettion of the fact 

that, in times prophecied of. people shall come 
into the bosom of Zion, or the Church suddenly, 
and, as it were unexpectedly. That so unheard 
of a thing shall happen as that a nation shall be 
born a Christian nation at once. As if a crop had 
come out of the earth to perfection ina single 
day; or, as if a people were found brought forth 
and matured without the ordinary processes ot 
gestation and growth. So shall it be. 

Now this is the idea er nearly so of the fable 
of Minerva springing from the head of Jove, 
full-grown and full-armed. And since this table 
of Minerva has been chosen as symbolic of the 
existence of California, and has been represented 
on the State seal, it is not unfit that my text, 
which is older than the fable, ora should 
preface what I have to say in further review of 
the past four years in California.

That Sacramento has so many people 
the returns of votes prove when compared with 
those of San Francisco; and all the statistics 
we have goto showshat there are more women 
and children in Sacramento, in proportion than 
there are in San Francisco. 

Cities have been called by some great men 
the uleers of the body politic, but it does not so 
appear in California. The health and tone of 
morals is decidedly better in our cities than in 
the country at large. This is owing, no doubt, 
to the fact that there are mote restraining in- 
fluences, schools, churches, virtuous families, 
humane institutions, and benevolent endeavors 
in the cities than any where else. Not that we 
have in the towns anything to boast of on the 
score of morals and religion; but that in the 
villages, camps, and country they have a great 
deal of something else to deplore. For the 
present, at least, these cities must continue to 
grow, for the population of the State must go ou 
Increasing, more slowly indeed than in former 
years, and the law of supply and demand will 
require such centers as cities are. And as homes 
are made, and wealth increases around them, 
by the production of such things as now are 
brought ave foreign lands, the interior cities 
will he likely tokeep ou in the race with a vigor 
that shall fully sustain their present relative im- 
portance, and to euhance it with respect to some 
of them. 

— When we look at these results of time, and 
these evidences of progress: when we consider 
that our social life is better and purer than it 
Was: that our schools, churches, benevolent en- 
lerprise, and religious institutions have been 
slowly gaining on the number of people, the last 
two years, and are just beginning to get a firm 
hold on the convictions of all men. and to rise 
toward the appreciation in which: they ought to 
be and must be held—there is certainly a much 
brighter promise for the future than when we 
first looked over the condition of things im this 
young State. And here we are disposed to ask 
—what do we need to make a residence in Cali- 
lortia as mviting as anywhere where Americans 
dwell! Not climate, not fertility of soil, not 
scenery, not diversified resources, not supply of 
physical wants, not means of living, not avenues

How to Have Leisure. 


How to have leisure, is the question of the 
busy half of the world.

He rises betimes in the morning, and saves a 
golden hour from slipping into the great gulf of 
the past, while others sleep. Finding spare 
moments as thickly studding the ante-breakfast 
season as dew-drops do the blades of grass, he 
rises habitually atan early heur. He likes to 
be around at the break of day, that he may en- 
rich himself with any splinters that fly off. The 
day sometimes breaks with a clean fracture, but 
if there ave any crumbs they take the form of 
erystals of leisure. 

He learns to do one thing at a time; to push 
one matter to a conclusion before beginning an- 
other, which requires all hes attention. He learn- 
ed it from his mother, whe taught him to wind 
the skein of silk one thread gta time upon the 
spool. Yet he is not like theyjoor house-keeper, 
who has a dinner to get for a djgen overa single 
furnace, and tinds that the is cold or the 
vravy solid before the onions aré@soft or the to- 
matoes set to stewing. He uses a rotery, and 
makes the same fire cook beef and omons, pud- 
ding and sauce : yet he so times each that neith- 
er is underdone or burnt. So, while he does but 
one thing at a time, he puts in order many things, 
which will attend to themselves after being be- 
cun, and enjoys the gratification of the wise 
man, Who sets out trees, and having faithfully 
watered them, knows that they will grow while 
he sleeps in peace. 

He teaches the items of business to call upon 
him a lu queve—serving one man at atime, one 
correspondent at a time, one job atatime. So 
he detains each matter ull it is allright. He 
gives just the right change, and secures correct 
receipts. His neighbor, who regards such ex- 
treme regularity as a whim, has his office be- 
siewed : bills stretched over the heads of the 
foremost men: entreaties from those in haste to 
hurry up: many minutes lost by the confusion 
of those served backing out through the crowd ; 
mutterings trom the feeble who are thrust aside 
by the strong, and rumpled overcoats, bruised 
hats, and infinite perspirations; all which give 
an impression of a great business—particularly 
the rush—e la qgueve—by the tail, one at a time, 
in single file—should be the invariable rule with 
the crowding cares and engagements of every 
man who would have leisure. 

He has something at hand wherewithal to 
load an how that has discharged its appointed 
duty, that no time may be unimployed during 
business seasons. He keeps close wateh for 
the golden glimpses of leisure that shine in be- 
tween the appointments of the day, when, for 
reasons beyond his control, the joints do not ex- 
actly fit. As boys carry chesnuts jn their pockets 
on which they chew between their plays and 
their tasks, so men who are wise carry somethin; 
about them on which they can profitably expen 
their strength and their thoughts in the intervals 
of their labors. 

He appoints the seasons for his work, for his 
rest, and tor his recreation. To his work he 
says, * Thus far, and uo farther ;” unless a pro- 
digious storm of business drive it occasionally 
beyoud: and if these storms are too frequent, he 
builds bulkheads, and for the sake of health 
aud strength (without which, prosperity in busi- 
ness is worth little more than bogus bank bills,) 
he stands stoutly for their defence. He keeps 
on the right side of gentle sleep. Out of defer- 
ence to her, he avoids mince-pie and lobster- 
salad at bedtime, and locks his chamber door 
against frightful dreams. Moreover, he stands 
at the head of his own house, and lets not sleep 
appropriate any more time than nature com- 
missioned her to take. 

So shall a man have time for his~ labor, and 
leisure for the enjoyment of the fruits thereot.—

When that body is elected and organized, it 
is of little use to remonstrate against uny evil 
course which it seems beut on. To censure 
wrongs laid down beforehand in the list of things 
to be done, is a waste o fwords. Precaution, to 
be of any avail, must be taken in season. To 
secure a better legislature next wiuter, than 
those that we have hitherto had reasoy to find so 
much fault with, the people must look well to 
their candidates. There is no lack of vigilance 
with regard to their political soundness, but the 
fault has been hitherto, that no questious have 
been asked concerning their morals or decency! 
There are now great interests at stake, and most 
important questions at issue. And we earnestly 
beseech our readers and ail who care for the bes 
interests of the State to reflect on this subject 
now in time.

His book, “ God in Christ,” 
aroused them: and his “Christ in Theology,” 
written to explain and defend it, only brought 
their opposition to a greater head and ripeness. 
Then ensued the usual warfare. There was 
action on the part of Fairfield West Association, 
charging heresy ; and there was counter-action 
on the part of Hartford Central Association, to 
which he belonged, retreating from the charge 
of heresy. Pamphleteering was warm; and 
newspapers kept up brisk firing. Those in the 
neighborhood snatched up each his arms, and 
filed off into line: and many from a distance, 
instead of coolly watching the contest, rushed 
into the smoke and dust raised by the combat- 
ants. The friends of orthodoxy overestimated 
the danger—for it tequires transparent and mas- 
sive propositions to draw off any considerable 
section of disciples from the truth; and little 
lasting impression can be made’ by one whose 
theory and practice “@re that language is no fit 
instrument for thought, and who loves to riot 
in airy sublimities. And the friends of Dr. 
Bushnell were, some of them at best, over sen- 
sitive, not being so much drawn by clear and 
settled convictions, having a demonstrable basis. 
that he was in the right, as by personal feelings, 
of attraction, on the one hand, and of repulsion, 
on the other. The contest, accordingly, con- 
tinued to wax warm. 

By ecclesiastical law in Connecticut the As- 
sociation to which one belongs is the only body 
that can present him for trial before the Conas- 
sociation. This Dr. Bushnell’s Association re- 
fused to do, and this refusal led to bringing the 
case last year before the General Association, 
who expressed the opinion that all parties ought 
to remove all obstacles that stood in the way of 

fair trial. Whereupon, Dr. Bushnell’s chureh 
withdrew from conassociation and thus defeated 
his trial before that body. This led to a com- 
plaint before the General Association which re- 
cently met in Waterbury. The subject was 
earnestly discussed. The accumulated feelings 
of a long controversy were poured out.  Pro- 
positions crossed propositions, measures parried 
measures; and party wedged against party, ull 
a division seemed inevitable. At length all 
other measures were laid on the table, and the 
following, proposed by Dr. Bacon, was passed 
by nearly a unammmous vote—and the whole 
matter terminated, for the present, in a harmless 
cloud of smoke: 


Resolved, That the opinions imputed to Dr 
Bushnell by the complainants,and the imputation 
of which is no doubt warranted, if the construe- 
tion which they conscientiously give to certain 
quotations from his published ks is just, are 
opinions with which the ministers in the church- 
es of Connecticut, as represented in this General 
Association, have no tallateebio, and the profes- 
sion of which, on the part of candidates for the 
ministry, ought to prevent their receiving license 
or approbation in any of our associations; and 
further, that where a minister is reasonably 
chargeable with holding those opinions, definite 
charges and specifications should be preferred 
against him before the proper body, which body 
should make arrangements to secure for the 
charges an impartial hearing and decision. 


After the ascension of this cloud, harmony 
returned, and the members separated in good 
feeling. Montes luborait, et cet. 

REFORMED DUTCH CHURCH.  \ 

This venerable body has quite an idea of 
modernizing. The late Synod in Philadelphia 
appointed a committee to revise the Liturgy— 
leport a new marriage form, and modifications 
of the baptismal formula: * Provided, however, 
no alteration shall be made in the doctrinal sen- 
timents.’ The Synod also passed a resolution 
instructing the lower judictories to express their 
views in relation to the expediency of ameding 
the style and title of the church, so that it may 
read, “The Reformed Protestant Church of North 
America.” The object is to get rid of the word 
Dutch—which is now a misnomer, and acts 
greatly to prejudice the interests of the denomi- 
nation, it is thought. Time, however, may 
prove that there is a mistake here; and when 
this barrier, which now separates this from other 
denominations and specially consigns it to the 
sympathies of the descendents of the Dutch, is 
removed, it may be found that the ground of its 
individuality is gone and nothing will prevent 
its rapid absorption by kindred, overlapping, and 
more powerful bodies. [ do not speak of this as 
a result to be deplored, but as a denominationa. 
mistake. 

ROMANISM IN AMERICA, 


Indications are to the effect that hereafter a 
great battle is to be fought in this country to de- 
fend religious liberty from hierarchical oppres- 
sion. Every day Romanists are erecting their 
heads and putting forth bolder claims. They 
have now all the rights of other citizens. They 
claim more. They want special and ex parte 
legislation. Witness a simultaneous movement 
in several of the States that the school funds may 
be divided, and that they have their proportion, 
to be used by themselves for educational pur- 
poses as they see fit, thus crippling the support 
of common achools, and not only this, but also 
striking a death blow at the very principle on 
which they rest. Witness also the effort making 
in the New York legislature, to bestow all eccle- 


siastical property belonging to Romanists upon 


fanatical, and the clergy present an edifying 
example of virtue. There, the priests have no 
power over the property of the citizens, nor does 
religion suffer because there are no compulsory 
contributions for its support. Let us not doubt 
that we shall obtain the same results, by adopt- 
ing the same system. Let us abandon those 
chimerical fears which to so great a degree re- 
tard the progress of — principles and the 
prosperity of the Republic.” 

To carry out this suggestion a law has been 
proposed to the New Granada Congress by the 
Executive, providing for the entire independence 
of the temporal and spiritual authorities of each 
other. There is to be no legal obligation to con- 
tribute to the support of religious worship— 
Every citizen and foreigner is to have unrestrict- 
ed right to worship as he pleases, pravided no 
existing law is infringed—the prelates and min- 
isters of every religion, subject to the same laws 
as other citizens—no other than diplomatic 
ageuts to be received from the Papal Govern- 
ment—the Jesuits to remain excluded from the 
country, and the penalties against infringing on 
the free exercise of Catholic worship, to apply 
to all other religious denominations.
